HUD Awards Bishop State 
8400,000 Job Training Grant 

Bishop State Community College has been awarded a $400,000 U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development grant to initiate and coordinate job training and basic adult education 
for employment in a planned supermarket in the Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Avenue community. 

The grant is a portion of $9 million to be shared by 20 Historically Black Colleges and 
Universities (HBCU) across 11 states and the District of Columbia to revitalize distressed neigh¬ 
borhoods near their campuses by expanding the supply of affordable housing, creating jobs and 
job training, and helping businesses develop. 

Bishop State will use its HBCUs grant to focus on revitalizing the Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
Avenue, which has been selected by the city of Mobile as a target area to be redeveloped. The 
Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. Avenue Redevelopment Corporation will lead the planning and 
development of a supermarket. The College will initiate and coordinate job training and basic 
adult education for employment in the supermarket. 

Bishop State President Dr. Yvonne Kennedy said because of the effectiveness of this training, 
participants will also be prepared for employment in other jobs (including retail) within and out¬ 
side their neighborhoods.

Research shows that a large percentage of col¬ 
lege physics classes taught in the United 
States are offered through two-year institu¬ 
tions. Yet, until now, very little national 
attention has been given two-year colleges in 
their efforts to upgrade their physics curricu¬ 
lum. 

All of that is beginning to change, however. 
This summer Shelton State Community 
College received notification from the 
National Science Foundation that the college 
will receive a two-year grant that will be used 
to adapt and implement a microcomputer- 
based physics laboratory(MBL) curricula that 
will enhance the present physics labora tory at 
the college. In particular it will promote a 
quality education in science for minorities, 
such as Hispanics, blacks, and women. 

The National Science Foundation grant will 
provide $21,138, which 
will be matched by the 
same cash amount from 
the college. The grant 
was funded through the 
Advanced Technical 
Education Program 
(ATE) that operates 
through NSF's 
Directorate for 
Education and Human 
Resources by the 
Division of 
Undergraduate 


Education (DUE). 

This technology-based physics assists stu¬ 
dents in understanding conceptual physics 
and stimulates group learning by encourag¬ 
ing students to interact with one another 
while performing their laboratory projects 
using microcomputers. 

The physics instructor for the college is Dr. 
Chuen-Chuen Fang, who has been at Shelton 
State for the past 14 years. Dr. Fang obtained 
her doctorate in experimental high energy 
physics from Duke University in 1961. 

Before joining the Shelton faculty, Dr. Fang 
taught freshman physics, both calculus-based 
and non calculus based, at the University of 
Miami, Southern Illinois University, and the 
University of Alabama. She has co¬ 
authored a laboratory manual that is now 
used for physics laboratories.

A partnership between Calhoun Community 
College and the Decatur-Morgan County 
Chamber of Commerce has grown into a 
region-wide workforce development program 
that has been awarded a $300,000 federal 
grant. 

The School-to-Career (STC) Partnership, 
which includes six secondary schools, 
Calhoun Community College, Athens State 
University, and economic development 
groups and numerous civic and government 
agencies in the Morgan-Lawrence-Limestone 
county area, was awarded the grant through 
the Alabama Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs (ADECA). 


According to Dr. Mary Yarbrough, chairper¬ 
son of the Business Division at Calhoun and 
author of the grant proposal, the grant will be 
used to implement programs within the part¬ 
nership’s three-county area to support school- 
to-work activities as a part of local work¬ 
force development initiatives. "The 
emphases of our STC Partnership include 
identifying needs of area businesses and 
industries and meeting those needs to 
enhance economic development in North 
Alabama," said Dr. Yarbrough. "The award¬ 
ing of this grant to the local partnership will 
ensure we are able to continue our work."

"Contributions from 23 members of an inter¬ 
national team of experts provide 15 chapters 
and case studies from around the world 
which illustrate both poor and successful 
water management," said Kay. 

Cooney explains the collection's main focus 
is vector-borne diseases. "Vector-borne dis¬ 
eases essentially are those transmitted 
through insects, such as the mosquito trans¬ 
mitted diseases malaria, dengue fever or 
encephalitis," he said. 1 Underdeveloped and 
developing countries must effectively man¬ 
age water resources as they relate to health 
issues, especially those associated with the 
control of water-based vectors." 

Contributors to the book included members 
of the World Health Organization, the United 
Nations Environmental Program, and the 
International Food and Agricultural 
Organization. 

Cooney joined with the late Dr. Edward 
S noddy, formerly a medical entomologist of 
the Environmental Research Center at TVA, 
to write a chapter entitled "The Tennessee 
Valley Authority program to control mosqui¬ 
toes in fresh water impoundments and wet¬ 
lands." 

Kenneth J. Tennessen, also of TVA, joined 
with Cooney and Snoddy to write a second 
chapter entitled "Environmental concerns 
and recreational development in relation to 
public health issues associated with water 
resource projects of the Tennessee Valley 
Authority."

Glise, World-Renown Guitarist Joins SSGC 


Snead State Community College 
adds world-famous musician, 

Anthony Glise, to the Faculty 
this Fall, as an instructor of gui¬ 
tar. After studying and perform¬ 
ing in Europe for several years, 
and recording seven compact 
discs, Glise returned to the 
United States recently to work 
on his publication project of four 
books, and to be nearer his family in 
Missouri. 

Among his honors and awards are: the only 
American-born guitarist to be awarded first 
place at the International Toscanini 
Competition in Italy for performance in gui¬ 
tar; he was nominated for a Pulitzer Prize for 
composition; and has served as the host of 
the largest internationally syndicated classi¬ 
cal guitar radio program in the world. His 
first compact disc, ''Overview," was chosen 
as one of the year's "Top-5 Favorite" classi¬ 
cal recordings by "Vienna Life Magazine." 
His recordings include traditional works as 
well as original compositions. 


His educational odyssey abroad 
besan in 1984. when he left his 
studies at the New England 
Conservatory en route to Vienna, 
Austria, to fully pursue his life's 
passion - music. Guitar is a concert 
instrument that was bom in Paris 
and Vienna during the early 19th 
century. “I wanted to research the 
subject and all the archives are in 
Europe," said Glise. At the time he did not 
speak a word of German, but as Longfellow 
observed, "Music is the universal language 
of humankind." 

So, Glise studied at the Konservatorium der 
Stadt for a year and a half, and then assumed 
a teaching position after becoming familiar 
with the German language. In the past 15 
years, Glise has studied, performed and 
instmcted in Austria, France, Germany and 
Italy. 

On a professional level, he has been com¬ 
missioned to write more than 23 pieces. 
Included in his repertoire: "Noah!" a ballet 


for chamber orchestra, that was commis¬ 
sioned and premiered by Pointe Station 
Ballet at the Von Braun Civic Center in 
Huntsville, and "Cavatina, At the Border," a 
piece for stringed orchestra, was nominated 
for a Pulitzer Prize in composition. 

In addition to performing and composing 
music, Glise also writes articles and books 
about music. His books include handbooks 
for parents and teachers of young musi¬ 
cians. 

Currently, Glise is teaching performance 
guitar lessons at Snead State Community 
College and the University of Alabama at 
Birmingham, and maintains his teaching 
post at the Academia degli Studi 
L'Ottocento in northern Italy. Concerning 
his own musical destiny, as well as wisdom 
for all educators, Glise says, "Teaching is 
not telling someone how, it's telling some¬ 
one why. Because if you tell someone how, 
they simply copy. If they understand why, 
they can do it themselves.”

Officer to Receive National Award 


Her career in education began in first grade according to Gadsden State Community College's 
new Technical Education Officer Joyce Wilkerson. When asked how it happened that she left 
her own company and returned to the classroom, she said, "I taught my first class in first 
grade." 


In November, Dr. Wilkerson is to receive the Association for Continuing Higher Education 
Innovative Uses of Technology Award at the 61st annual ACHE meeting in Cincinnati. This 
award recognizes a project completed while Dr. Wilkerson was at Tennessee Technological 
University. 


She comes to Gadsden State from TTU, where communicating with two other women from 
Washington state by long distance, she developed a multi-mediatutorial CD. It was later used to 
teach the first known CAD/CAM Internet class in the country. The course received the 
Innovations Award in 1998 from Tennessee State Board of Regents Distance Education 


Committee. 


Dr. Wilkerson, who began her new position this month, explained she attended a one-room 
school where one teacher taught eight grades. Her mother was the substitute teacher. When 
she began school, she had already learned quite a lot and naturally became "teacher" for other 
children. Her school was in her hometown, Pikeville, Tennessee. When she was in fourth 
grade, there was a new "real school"—with lunchrooms and indoor restrooms—for her to attend. 


Later, Wilkerson gained experience teaching shop courses on a part-time basis when she fin¬ 
ished her associate degree at Ivy Tech State College in Indianapolis—a unique technical college 
in which she was the only girl in class and was also the only girl in shop. 


Before making education her career, she owned a manufacturing company—a tooling engineering 
company. Her company made custom molded plastic parts and produced the molds for the 
parts. "I worked for me," she said. She is one of a handful of certified female mold makers in the 
country and has never worked in a shop with another woman in the same capacity as herself.

John M. Patterson State Technical College 
Receives a $1.7 Million Grant 


John M. Patterson State Technical College 
has received approval for a $1.7 million 
grant from the U.S. Department of 
Education. The grant will be used over the 
next five years to enhance three critical areas 
of student development and improve the 
skilled work force of the Montgomery area. 

The federal grant is part of the U.S. 
Department of Education's Strengthening 
Institutions Program and is the first Title III 
federal grant presented to John M. Patterson 
State Technical College. First-year funding 
of the grant will provide $349,628 that will 
be used to implement a three-part improve¬ 
ment program and will cover 68 percent of 
the total cost of the project. When complete, 
John M. Patterson State Technical College 
will feature a new Learning Enhancement 
Center, updated equipment in the Industrial 
Technologies programs, and development of 
a foundation to coordinate ongoing support 
of the college. 

Initial funding will be used to prepare cam¬ 
pus facilities for the Learning Enhancement 
Center, purchase new computer equipment, 
and hire a director for the center who will 
develop and implement the most effective 
programs for student development. 

The second phase of planned improvements 
will fortify two Industrial Technologies 
courses, Machine Tool Technology and 
Drafting and Design Technology. Funding 
will be used to purchase new equipment for 


use in these courses and will establish con¬ 
tinuing education opportunities for instruc¬ 
tors in these programs. 

The third phase of improvements will estab¬ 
lish a foundation for John M. Patterson State 
Technical College to coordinate support 
from government entities, private individu¬ 
als, and key groups in the community with 
interests in industrial training. 

Patterson State Technical College is one of 
three institutions in Alabama and 50 recipi¬ 
ents from across the United States to be 
awarded grants from the Strengthening 
Institutions Program in 1999. John M. 
Patterson State Technical College will match 
the funds from the U.S. Department of 
Education with an additional $764,000. 
Federal funding began in October 1999, 
allowing work on the planned improvements 
to begin this year.
